Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection in view of the 
following remarks. Claims 23-27 are each dependant on independent claim 20. At least for the 
reasons given above, claim 20 is allowable. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the 
rejection of claims 23-27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) be with drawn. - 

The Applicant also points out that several of the claims have been amended to promote 
clarity, to provide terminology that is consistent with that of the base claims, and for other 
reasons that are not related to either responding to a rejection of the claims or distinguishing 
from cited art. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1-7 and 8-39 are in 
condition for allowance.
